THIRD HOUSE 


The Gat Servlet Charge 
Editor Democrat:— 
I am submitting herewith a letter 
from the public service commission, 
which is in response to a letter from 
me, seeking to have the commission 
take off the service charge of 50 
cents which the City Light and Trac­ 
tion company assesses each month 
on each of their customers. 
I desire to have you notice that the 
valuation which this company de­ 
sires as a basis for calculation 
by 
the commission on 
which 
they ex­ 
pect a return of 7 per cent, is stated 
as between $250,000 
and 
$310,000. 
You will also note that the commis­ 
sion uses their figures when making 
this ruling.
